Furor mounts Report Navy task force on way 


by Kissinger to Vietnam; Pentagon says no 


By United Press International 
Egyptian Information Minister Ah­ 


med Magd said today he failed to un­ 


derstand the need or the timing oi Se­ 
cretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
statement that an armed attack on 
oil-producing nations was a possibility 


if stoppage of petroleum exports threa­ 


tened the existence of the industria­ 


lized world. 
“We fail to understand the need or 
the timing for such a statement, let 
alone the merits or context of the 
statement,” he said. “First there is no 
threat of even a partial stoppage of the 
flow of oil to the West or other parts of 
the world. 
“It is doubtful in my mind that any 
world power would take any extreme 
measures.” 
The minister said Egypt shared the 
view of 
Algerian 
President 
Houari 
Boumedienne, who said Monday that 
the only solution was a dialogue to es­ 
tablish fair prices which would benefit 
both sides in the oil dispute. 
Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasser 
Arafat said Monday Arab oil countiies 
would blow up their wells rather than 
let the United States seize the installa­ 
tions to protect western economies. 
“The United States is dangling a 
threat to intervene militarily to occupy 
oil wells,” the leader of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization told the Paris 
newspaper Le Monde in an interview 
published Monday. 
The guerrilla chief said, however, 
that the U.S. officials “envisaging such 
an operation” are “losing sight of two 
decisive factors.’* 
“For one thing, the Arabs would 
blow up their oil wells, and tor anothvi 
the United States does not boss the 
world,” he said. “We can count on the 
support of powerful allies in the inter- 
national community.” 
• 
Arafat’s statement was the latest in 
a mounting outcry by Arab leaders and 
news media against remarks last week 
by Kissinger. 
In an interview with Business Week 
magazine, Kissinger raised the possi­ 
bility of military intervention against 
oil producing states if an embargo re­ 
sulted in “some actual strangulation ot 
the industrialized world.” 
In Moscow, the Communist party 
newspaper Pravda accused Western 
“monopoly circles” of fanning an oil 
war but said attempts “to employ the 
bankrupt gunboat policy are doomed to 
failure.” 
“ Positive tendencies which have be­ 
come apparent in international rela­ 
tions in recent years make it impera­ 
tive to look for solutions to world prob­ 
lems, including economic ones, by the 
development 
of 
cooperation 
on 
an 
equal footing between all countries,” 
Pravda said. 


Space junk might 
hit earth Friday 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UPI) — 
Scientists expect an 83,300-pound chunk 
of “ -pace junk” 
to plunge 
toward 
Earth about' Friday. But how much 
will survive a burning trip through the 
atmosphere -a n d where it will hit 
—no one knows, space officials said 


Monday. 
The junk is the S2 stage ot the Sat­ 
urn rocket which launched Skylab into 
orbit in May of 1373. The S2 went into 
orbit 100 miles above Earth after the 
launch but the orbit has been “decay­ 
ing** ever since under pull of the 
E arth’s gravity. 
Officials ot the National Aeronautics 
and Space Adm inistration said Mon­ 
day, when asked, that pieces of the S2 
could fall anywhere within a 250.WK)- 
square-mile area circling the globe. 
They estimated that as many as 50 
pieces of the S2 might survive the 
searing plunge through the atmosphere 


and hit Earth. 


SAIGON 
(UPI) - American diplo­ 
matic sources said a U.S. Navy task 
force headed by the nuclear-powered 
aircraft carrier Enterprise sailed from 
the Philippines in the direction 
of 
South Vietnam today hours after Com­ 
munist troops inflicted a major milita­ 
ry defeat on Saigon government troops. 
The government setback came when 
Communists troops overran the provin­ 
cial capital of Phuoc Binh, 75 miles 
northwest of Saigon, and thus gained 
control over all of Phuoc Long Pro­ 
vince —the only South Vietnam pro­ 
vince in Communist hands. 
At the same time, Communist forces 
in Cambodia were posing a new threat 
to Phnom Penh, the capital. 
The American sources said the En­ 


terprise 
and 
the 
nuclear - powered 
guided missile cruiser Long Beach left 
Subic Bay in the Philippines and were 
to join nine smaller warships near the 
South Vietnamese coast by 8 a.m. Wed­ 
nesday (4 p.m. PST today). 
A second U.S. Navy task force led by 
the carrier Coral Sea also was report­ 
ed operating in the South China Sea 
but it was not known how close it was 
to Vietnam waters. The Viet Cong’s 
Giai Phong Press Agency said today in 
a bioadcast monitored in Saigon that 
the Coral Sea was conducting oper­ 
ations off the South Vietnamese coast 
but it did not say where and did not 
say anv U.S. planes were flying over 
Vietnam. 
Legislation passed by Congress in 


the fall of 1973 bans U.S. armed forces 
from carrying out any military activity 
“in, over or from the shores of" any of 
the four states of Indochina. 
The law does not prohibit U.S. planes 
from flying over South Vietnam, how­ 
ever, and military flights based in 
Thailand do so routinely. 
A Pentagon spokesman in Washing­ 
ton, asked about reports of the ship 
movements 
from 
Subic 
Bay, 
said, 
“There’s just nothing to that.” He said 
the 
Enterprise, 
the world’s largest 
warship, had been scheduled to leave 
Subic Bay today but was not going to 
Vietnam 
waters. 
A 
U.S. 
Embassy 
source said a report the fleet would 
enter Vietnam waters was a ‘ fabrica­ 
tion.” 


One American diplomatic source said 
the Enterprise task force was headed 
for the Gulf of Thailand, a huge bay­ 
like indentation on 
the 
Indochinese 
coast 
between 
South 
Vietnam 
and 
Cambodia. Operations from that area 
would put the Enterprise’s planes with­ 
in flying distance both of Saigon and 
Phnom Penh, where heavy fighting 
also is underway. 
In the past, aircraft carriers always 
have operated on the east side of Viet­ 
nam opposite the Gulf. The sources 
stressed there wTas no plan for the task 
force to enter Vietnamese territorial 
waters or territorial waters of any of 
the nations in the area. 
Aircraft carriers, which build up

their planes, normally operate out ot 
sight of any coastline. They speed in

Orders funds released for 1,500 jobs 
Brown aids jobless in initial action

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - In his first 
major action as governor, Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. has assigned an executive 
order to take advantage of $15 million 
in federal funds to create about 1,500 
state public service jobs. 
The order triggered California's par­ 
ticipation in the federal Employment 
and Training Act of 1973, which is de­ 
signed to stem rising unemployment. 
About 787,600 persons are employed 
in California now with a jobless rate of 
9 per cent —one of the highest levels 
since the Great Depression. 
Former Gov. Ronald Reagan had be­ 
gun some spadework on the program 
but it largely had lain tallow until 
Brown succeeded Reagan Monday. 
“We are going to use to the fullest 
the millions ot dollars available to put 
Californians back to work,” 
Brown 
said in his unaugura! address. “We are 
going to cooperate with local govern­ 
ment and industry to create as many 
new jobs as humanly possible.” 
Brown set Jan. 39 as a target date 
tor the hiring of at least 500 ot the 
1,590 new state employes, who will be 
exempt from the civil service but eli­ 


gible for state health and retirement 
benefits. The salary range will be $600 
to $833 per month. 
In addition, he noted an extra 12,500 
state positions may be created by an 
extra $100,0u0 made available by a 
recently enacted federal jobs program. 
Under the 1973 act, $122 million was 
made available to cities and counties 
last July to hire unemployed persons 
tor public service jobs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has decided cn a tax cut to 
stimulate the economy but still is mul­ 
ling 
over 
the 
size, 
administration 
sources said today. 
He plans to recommend a $1 to $3 
per barrel tax on imported crude oil to 
reduce consumption as part of the in­ 
tertwined economy-energy program he 
will submit to Congress in the Jan. 20 
State of the Union address. 
Estimates of a tax cut range from 5 
to 10 per cent. Much depends on how 
much Ford figures will be needed to 
stimulate the economy. 
Sources said the President’s program 
to deal with the recession will not be a 
“block buster” but it will be “hard- 
nosed” and touch. They did say “It 
will be significant and impressive in 
displaying the President’s leadership.” 


Ford has made some tentative deci­ 


sions but still wants further study, he 


said. William Simon, the Treasury Se­ 
cretary, William Seidman, executive 


director of his Economic Policy Board, 
and others were summoned to a morn­ 
ing meeting with the President. 
Ford called a conference later touay 
with Defense Secretary James Schlest- 
nger who asked for an appointment on 
an undisclosed subject. The Pentagon 
budget is expected to be as high as .>95 
billion because of inflationary detense 
costs. Schlesinger also is a tormer 
head of the CIA. 
Ford will send the fiscal 1976 federal 
budget to Congress around Feb. 3. By 
Ian. 20, he expects to have announced 
all his major decisions on government 
s pending.

Catholic study claims 


most Americans powerless 


WASHINGTON (U P!) - A new po­ 
verty study by an arm of the U.S. 
Carbolic Church says most Americans 
today can no longer afford an average 
home. 
The basic cause of poverty in Am eri­ 
ca. according to the re p o ru s the po­ 
werlessness ol people over their politic­ 
al and economic institutions. 
“ The richest 10 per cent of the U.S. 
population receives the sam e total in­ 
come as the bottom 50 per cent, and 
the top 1 per cent receives m ore in­ 
come than the bottom 20 per cent of 
American citizens.” the report said. 
In the present economic situation, 
the report said, “ the average Ameri­ 
can can no longer atford the average 
American hom e.” 
The study, to be pub'ished in Febr­ 
uary by the Roman Catholic Campaign 
for Human Development, says m ore 
than half of all Americans are “ essen­ 
tially dependent” upon social 
insitu- 
fions oxer which they have no control. 
Citing governm ent statistics, the re­ 
port said private control of corporate 
»»sets, sales and production is now so 


highly concentrated that inflation, job­ 
lessness and product shortages inevi­ 
tably result. 
I l l u s t r a t i n g the growing con­ 
centration of economic power with In­ 
terna! Revenue Service statistics and 
other data, the report said the top 1.2 
per cent of A m erican fam ilies hold 32.5 
tim es more investm ent assets than the 
bottom 
60 
per 
cent 
of 
American 
households. It also said 1.6 per cent of 
A m erica’s corportations control 75 per 
cent ot all m anufacturing assets. 
“ Productive capability and benetit- 
ting from society’s w ealth are not pri­ 
m arily tied to work, but to ownership 
of productive resources,” the report 
said. “ But the m ajority of American 
citizen« have only their labor as their 
prim ary’ resources.” 
The report said the present Ameri­ 
can economic system “ guarantees in- 
f l a t i o n * ’ and stim ulates the con­ 
centration of wealth rath er than equi­ 
table distribution. It suggested land re­ 
form. tax reform , stronger anti-trust ‘ 
legislation and redistribution of income 
as possible rem edies.

DETROIT (U P l) - Chrysler Corp., 
whose 1974 car sales dropped 21.3 per 
cent from the previous year, will begin 
a rebate program Sunday for custo­ 
mers who buy 1975 cars and trucks in 
an effort to boost lagging sales. 
A Chrysler spokesman today said the 
No. 3 automaker, which had a 37.4 per 
cent 
December 
sales 
drop, 
would 
launch a sales promotion program, 
“ the details of which we are not pre­ 
pared to reveal at the present mo­ 
ment.” 
The W all Street Journal said the re­ 
bates will cut the effective prices of 
some of Chrysler’s cars and trucks 
from $200 to $400 a vehicle. 
The Chrysler spokesman said the 
program involves a rebate but is not a 
reduction in the manufacturer s sug­ 
gested retail price of the vehicle. 


“ It’s not a price cut in the ordinary 
sense,” he added. “ Sticker prices will 
remain the same.” 
The Journal said the plan will be un­ 
veiled this weekend in advertisements 
on the nationally televised Super Bowl 
same. It said the program means con­ 
sumers will get money back from 
Chrysler on cars they buy or order 
during the next five weeks or so. The 
automaker was exoected to announce 
each week the models that are eligible 


for a rebate. 
The “ Big Four” utomakers have re­ 
sisted any price cuts in the past to 
stimulate sales, saying only a restora­ 
tion of consumer confidence is needed 
to spark sales. But they saw 1974 sales 
drop 23 per cent from 1973’s record to 
make last year the worst for any 
nonstrike year in 15 years. 


The last price cut was by the Ford 
Motor Co. which trimmed the cost of a 
subcompact Pinto $150 by lowering the 
base price and substituting cheaper 
tires for radials. 
The four U.S. automakers Monday 


reported a dropoff of more than 2 mil­ 
lion cars from the previous year —7,- 
448.921 compared with a record 9,669,- 


689 in 1973. 
December sales of 429,198 cars were 
off 25.2 per cent from the previous 


year, marking the worst nonstrike De­ 
cember in la years. 
The continuing sales downturn was 
expected to affect up to 300,000 work­ 
ers by the end of the month —40 per 
cent of the hourly work force.

Gov. Patrick J. Lucey caled out 250 
guardsmen from Green Bav Monday 
night, marking his first official move 
to end the occupation which has been 
marked by several exchanges of fire 


between the militant Indians and law 


officers. 
The Menominee Indians occup'ing 
the building say that the land on which 
it was erected originally was tribal 
land. However, county authorities say 
a search of records back for more than 
a century show that it never was a 
part of tribal land. 
The first Guardsmen arrived lust be­ 
fore 4 a.m. and troopers quickly took 
control of key noints, relieving lawmen 
who had encircled the rovitiate since 


Jan. 1. 
One lawmen, who asked not to be 
identified, said officials Monday estab­ 
lished a new checknoint to the rear of 
the novitiate, giving authorities a view 
of the Red River. 
He said lawmen had learned Indians 
were leaving the building from the 
back to gather animals and were cut­ 


ting trees, apparently with a hope of 
building a bridge across the river in 
order to bring in supplies 
At Milwaukee, Banks and Means told 
a rally Monday night they were en 
route to Gresham. 
“ This is no longer a local law en- 
torcement matter. This is a national 
incident,” said Dennis Banks, execu­ 
tive director of AIM. He said he and 
Russell Means, a national director of 
MM, were on their wav to Gresham to 
attempt to negotiate a peaceful settle­ 
ment to the takeover. 
The two appeared at a rally backing 
the Menominee Warrior Society. 
Means criticized Menominee tribal 
leaders for failing to support the takeo­ 


ver. 
“ They should take a supportive role 
to at least save Indian lives and pre­ 
vent possible jail terms,” he said.

EST Monday 
in Rockefeller’s suite in the Executive 
Office Building, adjacent to the White 


House. 
“ Mr. Colby, head of the CIA, and 
others will join us during the course of 


the day,” it said. 
The names of the other witnesses 
were not disclosed, but it was assumed 
they eventually would include Secret­ 
ary of State Henry A. Kissinger; Rich­ 
ard Helms, former director of the CIA 
now ambassador to Iran, and possibly 
James Angleton, the chief of CIA coun-

The AEC also said that small traces 
of plutonium had been added to the 
woman’s urine samples, but that it was 
unable to determine who put them 
there. 
In a report issued Monday, the agen­ 
cy said Karen Silkwood, 28, “ probab­ 
ly” was not contaminated in “ an acci­ 
dent or incident” at the Kerr-McGee 
nuclear fuel processing plant in Cimar­ 
ron, Okla., where she worked as a 
technician. 
Miss Silkwood swallowed the pluto­ 
nium about Nov. 7, the AEC report 
said. On Nov. 13, she was killed in_a 


car smashup as she drove back to Ok­ 


lahoma from Los Alamos, N.M., where 


she had gone for medical tests. 
The report said Miss Silkwood’s b- dv 


and tissues cor’ained less than half the 
maximum permissible limit cf pluto­ 
nium. but that sometime after she was 
tested in New Mexico and beiore the 
tests were analyzed, plutonium was ad­ 
ded to her urine samples. 
One AEC official said the radioactive 
fuel that contaminated Miss Silkwood 
may have been leaked on purpose. 
“ I don’t think there’s any question 
that there’s some evidence there was 
contrivance involved,” AEC spokesman 
Jan Strasma said. 
He said no firm evidence was found 
to indicate by whom or how the pluto­ 
nium was added to Miss Silkwood s 
urine samples. 
Miss Silkwood was killed when her 


car crashed into a culvert near Cres­ 
cent. Okla., while she was en route to 
a meeting with a New York rimes re­ 
porter and a unicri official to discuss 
safety conditions 
in the 
Cimmuron 
plart. 
Anthony Mazzocchi, legislative direc­ 
tor of the 200.0 member Oil, Chemi-* 
ca1 and Atomic Workers Unicr, asked 
Attorney General William B. Saxbe to 
investigate the death. 
He said a private investigator hired 
by the union indicated Miss Silkwood’s 
car might have been forced off the 
road.

It has 48,000 vehicles under 
lease and also leases such ex­ 
pensive items as $60 million 
worth of nuclear fuel. 
Blessing said his impression 
that he and his competitors 
may have difficulty’ 
suitable cars in the months 
ahead was strengthened by 
recent visits among the au­ 
tomakers in Detroit. 
The 3.000 pound car Detroit 
must produce would have to 
be rugged, small in size but

FBI cites 
big crime 
increase

T h e 
FBI 
reports 
serious 
crime rose 16 per cent across 
the country in the first nine 
months of 1974 and the big­ 
gest 
increase 
was 
in

South. 
T h e January-to-September 
statistics were accompanied 
T h u r s d a y by call from 
outgoing 
Attorney 
General 
William B. Saxbe for law en­ 
forcement agencies to work 
harder on preventing crime 
and to insure swift prosecu­ 
tion as a deterrent. 
Crimes 
against 
property, 
such as auto theft, were up 17 
per cent while murder, rape 
robbery, assault and other 
violent crimes rose 8 per cent 
over the first three-quarters 
of 1973. 
Crime rose 20 per cent in 
j the South over the first nine 
months of last year, the FBI 
said. The increase was 15 per 
cent in the north-central part 
of the country, 14 per cent in 
the West and 13 per cent in 
the heavily populated north­ 
east 
“ The continuing increase in 
crime requires an intensifica­ 
tion of our efforts to identify 
the 
causes, 
improve crime 
prevention and insure swift 
prosecution,” said Saxbe in a 
statement.

They include a number of 
the large Grant City deoart- 
ment stores built and opened 
in the past five years. 
Grant reported a $50 million 
shrinkage in sales for the 
first 10 months of 1974 and a 
loss of $22.47 million for the 
first three quarters. It earned 
$8.49 million or 59 cents a 
share in the fiscal war ended 
Jan. 31, 1974 on sales of $1.85 
bilion and last Jan. 31 had 1.- 
189 stores in operation. About 
50 stores closed in January, 
1974. 


More layoffs 
by carmakers 
in W. Germany 


BONN (U PI) - Two West 
German automobile manufac­ 
turers Thursday announced 
temporary lay offs affecting 
almost 100,000 workers follow­ 
ing a skimp in domestic and 
foreign markets.

The Montclair City Council agreed to 
participate in a joint pow'ers agree­ 
ment Monday night on application for 
federal money which could net Mon­ 
tclair $93,000 in the first year of a 
three-year program. 
The 
council, with member 
Paul 
Jones absent, unanimously agreed to 
join four other cities in the agreement 
with San Bernardino County in an ef­ 
fort to obtain money under the 1974 
federal bill which allocates funds to 
“ local areas for a number of purposes 
relating to community development, 
the provision of moderate-and low-in- 
come housing, as well as the mainte­ 
nance and upgrading of existing hous­ 
ing.” 
Tom Mauk, assistant city admin­ 
istrator, outlined the details of the 
i^reem ent w'hich would call for the 
city to “give" its population of 22,541 
to the county in order to increase the 
population for allocation under a spe­ 
cial formula.

Economy pressures may stall 
building of city fire station 


Residents of La Verne Heights may 
not get the new fire station they were 
promised this year—not on time, at 
least — because the current recession 
combined with the ongoing inflation i* 
making the City Council apprehensive. 
The council has asked City Manager 
George Caswell to come up with pro­ 
jections as to the health of the city's 
budget fcr the rest of the fiscal year to 
see whether the council would be able 
to pay for the project. 
“ It’s not that we shouldn’t build the 
station." Councilman Frank Johnson 
toid his colleagues Monday night. “ It’s 
ju>t to see whether we can go ahead 
with it right now.” 
He noted that bids for the construc­ 
tion ol the station will be submitted to 
the citv this month and observed that 
“ there would be no point in completing 
the station and then find that we don't 
ha\e the money to hire the firemen.’’ 
R esident ol Mountain Springs Es­ 
tates, a small part of North La Verne, 
are currently protected by the 
Los 
Angeles County Consolidated Fire Pro­ 
tection District. 
The residents last summer asked the 
city to build a fire station in their area 
so that they don’t have to pay tor fire 
protection both to the city and the 


county. After the council agreed, the 
residents moved to secede from the 
district as ot next June 30. 
Until the new station is completed 
the city is contracting with the county 
for fire protection on a month-to-month 
basis not only for Mountain Springs 
Estate but all of North La Verne. 
Johnson asked Caswell to report the 
state of the budget to the council in 
two weeks. 
“ If our finances are healthy and indi­ 
cations are that they will 
remain 
reasonable 
strong, 
we 
should 
go 
ahead,” he said. “ If we find there may 
be a problem, we can always ask the 
county to continue fire protection to La 
Verne Heights on a monthly basis as 
long as necessary.” 
Johnson recommended that the city 
accept the bids for construction of the 
fire station in the meantime. 
“ There is nothing wrong with getting 
the bids,” he explained. “ If we need 
them we’ll have them. If we postpone 
the project, at least we’ll have an idea 
what cost we are talking about.” 
The station is estimated to cost about 
$200.000. The council is hoping to get 
that money out of revenue sharing 
funds, but the salaries of a fire crew 
would have to come from local tax 
money. 


New' draperies will be purchased for 
Montclair High School under an agree­ 
ment reached Monday night by the 
Chatfev school board. 
The district will pay $2,316.10 from 
community service funds towards the 
drapery' purchase with the Montclair 
High School student body paying the 
remaining $1,325. 
School board members approved a 
regulation established by district prin­ 
cipals to modify programs as required 
by the air pollution emergency episode 
plan.

The council further gave tentative 
approval to seek outside “expertise” in 
the handling of police-minority rela­ 


tions, possibly through the U.S. Justice 


Department. 
The action came as the result of 
charges ot police brutality and har- 
rassm ent of minority residents made 
by a group called the Minority Coali­ 


tion for Equal Justice. 
The group lodged 
its 
complaints 
three w'eeks ago with the council and 
returned Monday night to hear a re­ 
port concerning the council’s investiga­ 
tion of its charges. The council declin­ 
ed to seek an outside investigation of 
the Police Department. 
While no members of the council 
found the group’s charges substan­ 
tiated, all noted that a very real prob­ 
lem does exist in communication be­ 
tween the minority residents and the 
police. 
“ I don’t see any viable benefit of an 
(outside) investigation,” said Council­ 
man Benjamin Ochoa. “ We might find 
one or two police officers who were 
causing trouble, but would that solve 
the problem? 
“ What we have to do is work togeth­ 
er as human beings. Let’s get some 
workshops going.” 
The remainder of the council agreed 
with Ochoa and voted unanimously to 
begin the workshops, which will in­ 
clude representatives from the police, 
city administration, council, the Minor­ 
ity Coalition for Equal Justice and oth­ 
er interested community groups. 
The council also agreed to have City 
Administrator Jerrold Gonce determine 
whether the Conflict Resolution Team 
of the Justice Department could be of 
any assistance to the city in resolving 
the current police-minority problems. 
The council clearly spelled out, how­ 
ever, that this action does not mean 
the city is seeking an investigation of 
the police department. 
It was not immediately determined 
when or where the community work­ 
shops would be held. 
In other business, the council post­ 
poned consideration of an ordinance 
that would require the issuance of cer­ 
tificates of occupancy for dwellings in 
the city. The postponement came at 
the request of the Pomona Chamber ot 
Commerce. 
The council also postponed consid­ 
eration of an ordinance that would 
eliminate tax deductions for dwelling- 
that are deemed substandard. This 
postponement came at the request of a 
Realtor’s group. 
Following a staff report and slide 
presentation, the council approved the 
formation of an underground utility 
district that will run the length of Holt 
Avenue in Pomona. 


Although a number of property own­ 
ers questioned the estimated costs they 
will be assessed for the project, there 
was no m ajor object ion, to the forma­ 
tion of the utility district. In all. the 
project will cost more than $1 million, 
all but $15.000 of which will be paid by 
the utility companies. 
The council also approved the ex­ 
penditure of $3,000 for the preparation 
of plans for the Barjud Mini-park. The 
park will be constructed on prooertv 
given to the city by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development fcr 
that purpose.

objects out of open bus windows, and 
no animals or pets allowed on the bus 
except seeing-eye dogs accompanying 
a blind persons. 
In the future, volunteer adults should 
be encouraged to sit dispersed through­ 
out the bus to assist in maintaining 
proper student conduct, still another 
revision reads.

As for that chicken business, this research, con­ 
ducted at Purdue University, was undertaken m res­ 
ponse to a deadline set by the European Common 
Market. After Jan. 1. 1977. the member countries 
announced, they will no longer accept poultry that 
lias been cooled in a water bath. 
This meant that the U.S. broiler and ^ k e y in­ 
dustries had to come up with a new and satisfactoi 
dry-chill method which retained the quality and 
taste of the product.

began three years 
ago w ith a 
schem e to sell com m em orative stam p 
books to generate revenue. This be­ 
cam e a pet project of Postm aster Gen­ 
eral Ted K assen and then Asst. Post­ 
m aster General Ben Bailar. 
They awarded a $500.000 contract to 
the Scott Publishing Co. to handle the 
project. No other bids w ere solicited: 
the contract sim ply w as bequeathed to 
the com pany from on high. 
fn the m anner of governm ent m an­ 
na. the 9000,000 quickly began to m ulti­ 
ply 
Another $2.1 m illion w as added in 
1973, then $2.4 m illion more in 
1974. 
Further m odifications ran the grand 


total to $7.1 million. 
Now here’s the cory c oincidence. One 
of Scott’s Publishing’s vice president's 
Jack Taub. w as a close friend and per­ 
sonal adviser to Bailar. 
But it gets even cozier 
Scott Pub­ 
lishing needed som eone to print the 
stam p books. 
Ihe printing contract, 
adding 
up 
to over 
$1 
million, 
w'&s 
granted to Industries Am erica. 
This happens to be a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Am erican Can. the com ­ 
pany that K lassen and Bailar used to 


run before they towed the Postal Serv­ 


ice. 
Bailar contends that he asked his 
friend Taub to make sure there w as 
com petition for the million-dollar print­ 
ing contract. Taub claim s he gave the

cause the paper shortage had left other

This is disputed by congressional in­ 
vestigators who claim at least half a 
dozen other firm s could have done the 
printing.

CARNIVOROUS SHREDDER 
The 
Kemp le a f Shredder, which is sup­ 
posed to chew up autumn leaves, has 
also shredded the arms of at least a 
dozen people. 
One dentist, trying to push m aterial 
into the shredder With the stick that 
com es with the m achine, had his hand 
drawn into the rotating blades. He lost 
his hand and thus his livelihood. 
The danger, accord ng to the con­ 
fidential Kemp tile was called to the

of

danger, a warning w as issued. It w as 
worded as if the com pany had just dis­ 
covered the problem and had volun­ 
tarily notified the com m ission. 
Were the dangerous shredders then 
rem oved from the m arket? No. the 
com m ission wra s satisfied with a m ech­ 
anical “ fix” and a warning sign on all 
m achines. A draft press release dem ­ 
onstrates how the bureaucrats protect 
the consum er. It begins: 
“Consum ers can protect them selves 
by taking the following steps: 
I. Do 
not use the m achine . . . ” 
Footnote: A spokesm an for the com 
m ission explained with refreshing can­ 
dor that the delays had occurred “ be­ 
cause our staff is screw ed up.” But he 
contended things are getting straigh­ 
tened out. The Kemp Co., for its p a n . 
prom ised to do what w as ‘ morally 
right." even to the point of going out of 
business ro correct the hazard. 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Don’t cheer loo loud- 
Iv or too soon over reports President Fotd may 
push for tax cuts. A reduction in federal taxes, if it 
comes, may well be offset by increased state and 
local levies. 
More and more states and cities are running into 
intolerable financial pressures. Nationwide, the gap 
between revenues and expenditui cs may all eady be 
running at a $20 billion a year rate. 
The prospects for 1975 are even more depressing. 
Without an increase in taxes, the margin between 
income and the cost of running state and local gov­ 
ernments may hit an astounding $25 billion. 


The recession is cutting sharply into real dollar 
revenues, particularly in those localities which de­ 
pend on property taxes and in those states which 
count heavily on gasoline, 
cigarette 
and liquot 
levies. 
The grinding increase in unemployment, an in­ 
crease expected to continue well into 1975, will put 
very heavy pressures on a fistful of state and ltoal 
budgets, despite the boosts in federal unemployment 
assistance schedules and in Washington-funded pub­ 
lic service jobs recently voted by Congress. 


Three states are already borrowing from the spe­ 
cial unemployment insurance trust fund operated by *. 
the D e p a r tm e n t of Labor. So is the District of Co­ 
lumbia. More states will be forced to d ip into this 
bucket soon, if current unemployment projections 
are accurate. 
The major increases in const ruction costs will 
have a major effect on state and local governments, 
responsible as they are for 85 per cent of public 
^ 
construction. 
By and large, state, county and city employes arc 
determined they have a great deal of catching up Jo 
do in wages. These pressures, it successful, will act 
to the costs of government. 
In other days, bond issues have been life savers, 
stimulating local employment and carrying cities 
and states through difficult times. But voters lately 
have turned down local bond issues with in«Mcasing 
frequency. Even where borrowing is authorized, 
localities, like average citizens, are finding it ex­ 
ceedingly difficult to find money at tolerable rates. 
Even this sad recounting does not tell the 
story. Local tax increases alone are not likely to oe 
enough to meet the crunch in the more depressed 
areas. A considerable number of states and local­ 
ities will likely be forced to cut into their services: 
and lay off employes, if government projections 
being developed here are at all accurate. 
The problems which states, counties and cities face 
are not new. of course. It was difficulties of the 
type outlined above which drove the Nixon admin­ 
istration to push for, and Congress to grant, a limit­ 
ed amount of revenue sharing. The cities, neverthe* 
less, are in a special bind. Their long-term problems 
have been accentuated by the flight to the suburos 
of business, industry and the middle class during a 
period when inner cities have faced irresistable 
pressures for increased services. 
We must not delude ourselves into believing a few 
billion dollars for unemployment compensation and 
public service jobs added to billions already voted 
for welfare, education and other local needs, will 
solve the difficulties of our cities* counties and 
states.

We would like to correct an answer which appeared in the 
iieartline column for Dec. 25.

HEAR 1 LINE: 1 paid into Social Security for 30 years while 
I was in the Armed services. I am now retired on military’ 
pension. Can I get Social Security also? — M. P. 
The original answer, obtained directly from the Social Secur­ 
ity Press office in Baltimore, Md., was “ No.” Due to calls 
questioning the validity of the answer, Heartline checked 
back with the Social Security Press Office. They extended 
apologies along with the correct answer which follows: 
ANSWER: Yes, any years you paid into Social Security 
while in the military will be used to compute benefits for 
Social Security retirement. 


Heartline: My mother is on Medicare. She just had a Pap 
test. Is this covered under Medicare? — S. H. 
Answer: Not for routine check-up purposes. However, if it 
was for diagnostic reasons in connection with directly related 
symptom or complaint, it would be covered under Part B of 
Medicare. 


Heartline: Why does it take Social Security until the follow­ 
ing year to credit income you make to your Social Security 
pension account? — T. S. 
Answer: Social Security does not receive these forms until 
after they have been submitted to IRS from your employer. 
Therefore, the processing of the paperwork is a lengthy proce­ 
dure. 


Heartline: I’m covered under the Federal Employees Health 
Benefits Program. I am also eligible for Medicare. Do 1 need 
both? - M. D. 
Answer: Separately, Medicare and the Federal Employees 
Health Benefits Program provide excellent insurance cove­ 
rage: however, neither will pay the full cost of your medical 
bills. Many federal annuitants have found that a Low’ Option 
enrollment in their Federal Health Benefits Plan, in con­ 
junction with an enrollment in Medicare, will cover-in-full 
most of the medical expenses they incur and at a very low' 
monthly premium cost. Federal employees and annuitants can 
switch to the Low Option enrollment any time after reaching 
age 65. Due to the wide variance of benefits in the individual 
health plans offered to federal employees and annuitants, spe­ 
cific questions of this type should be directed to the U.S. Civil 
Service Commission, Bureau of Retirement, Insurance and Oc­ 
cupational Health.

He toid us that using 
artificial birth control was not consid­ 
ered a sin—that non-use was a "sug­ 
gestion.” and not given by the Pope 
from the seat of infallibility. I was 
shocked to hear this and was sure he 
was wrong. 
F then wrote to a priest who an­ 
swered questions in a Catholic maga­ 
zine. His reply came (along with a let­ 
ter) saying “it is NOT a sin.” He said 
the Church preferred that Catholics not 
interfere with birth, but that it was “a 
personal decision.” 
T’ve had doctors tell me that the 
rhythm system fails about 15 per cent 
of the time. For couples who feel their 
families are large enough, this system 
is not very safe. The woman has no 
peace of mind from one month to the 
next. It’s a nerve-wracking way to live. 
So please, Ann, print this letter and 
liberate a large number of women who 
don’t know the facts.

Dear Mass.: I consulted one of the 
most 
knowledgeable Jesuits 
in 
the 
country to get my answer. Reverend 
Richard McCormick, Professor at the 
Kennedy Institute of Georgetown Uni­ 
versity in Washington, D.C., and for­ 
mer President of the Catholic Theolo­ 
gical Society of America, said: “ Your 
Boston 
cousin’s statement is incor­ 
rect. Pope Paul’s Encyclical on Hu­ 
mane Vitae, issued on July 29, 1968, 
authoritatively reasserted the tradition­ 
al Catholic position on birth control, 
the basic concept being that the use of 
contraceptives is Inherently evil and 
should be shunned. 
“The 
reaction 
to 
the 
Encyclical 
among Catholic theologians created a 
great deal of dissention. Many theolo­ 
gians and some bishops felt that Pope 
Paul had not faced up to the con- 
flictive character ot the values of m ar­ 
ried life, and that birth control tech­ 
niques should be left to the individual 
couples.” 
Father McCormick made it clear 
that abortions are not included among 
the “techniques.” 
In answer to your question, “ Is it a 
sin?”—some priests and even some 
bishops who did not agree with Pope 
Paul’s Encyclical have given the green 
light to Catholic couples who ask that 
question. Many others take the tradi­ 
tional view, According to two recent 


studies, almost as many Catholics use 
contraceptives as those of other faiths. 


DEAR ANN LANDERS: I am kick­ 
ing myself because I think I’ve been 
outfoxed.

I 
used to be 
friendly with telephoned last night to 
say she and her husband heard we are 
giving a party and their invitation 
must have been lost in the mail be­ 
cause so many of our mutual friends 
have received theirs.

The suckers obviously do not include 
the creators of these so-called disaster 
films, which are a diaster everywhere 
but at the box office. “ Poseidon,” the 
pioneer catastrophe, has already gross­ 
ed $141 million. Another good calamity 
like that and 20th Century-Fox could 
buy California. (W’ho would want to?) 
Hard in the wake of ill-fated Posei­ 
don came “ Airport” and the others, 
and the camera«; are w’hirring on “The 
Hindenberg,” “ Phase IV” (marching 
a n t s ) , “The 
Haephestus 
Plague” 
(earthquake AND giant cockroaches), 
“Chosen 
Survivors” 
(nuclear fallout 
AND 
vampire 
bats), 
“ Snow'bound” 
(avalanche), “ The Swarm” (bees) and 
“ The Day the World Ended” 
(vol­ 
cano). 


THE DOCTOR COMMENTS 


The moviemakers, as you see, are 
getting hard-pressed to top each oth­ 
er’s calamitous imbecilities, so they 
have taken to combining disasters. In 
•’Survivors” people flee to underground 
caverns to avoid atomic fallout and are 
met by swarms of vampire bats. In 
“ Plague,” 
the 
earthquake 
releases 
giant cockroaches. (Expert special ef­ 
fects men now earn as much as the 
stars of the show.) 
Although not an unduly greedy type, 
I think it would be peachy keen to 
have $141 million to wade about in, so 
I am writing my own disaster film, 
and if you promise not to reveal the 
ending, I will sketch an outline of the 
plot for you. (Cross your heart!) 
"Gosh!” (that’s the title) opens when 
a crazed maniac, recently released 
from prison ( I see Bob Newhart in the 
title role) runs amok in the cab of a 
747 (which was previously hijacked by 
the Palestinian Oriental League) and 
causes the giant plane to crash into the 
Hindenberg which at that moment was 
flying over the Empire State Building 
in New York. I forgot to say that the 
skyscraper was already on fire be­ 
cause of a massive earthquake (12.8 on 


the Firman Scale) which had released 
a horde of giant rats from centuries 
old caverns deep beneath the IRT and 
BMT.

Sour-cream substitute is low in fat

DEAR DR. LAMB - My mother 
used to have a recipe for sour cream 


she got from you. She said it was won­ 
derful. but she has tost it. Could you 
send it to me? I use a lot of sour 


cream. 
DEAR READER — She must mean 
the sour cream substitute recipe from 


my book “ What You Need to Know 
About Food and Cooking tor Health 
(Viking Press), You can find it and 
many other recipes to prepare low-fat, 
low-cholesterol foods in that book and 
hopefully your local library will have 
one or more copies of it. Many people 
like yourself do 
like 
sour 
cream, 
whipped cream and other foods that 
are normally high in fat. By using low- 
fat dairy products and special recipes 
you can still have these things and not 
risk increasing your blood cholesterol 
or increasing the chances of having 
heart and vascular disease. 
The sour cream substitute recipe is 
typical of what you can do in the kitch­ 
en for your family. Just mix together 
1/4 cup of nonfat milk powder and lA 
cup of cold water. Blend this with 8 
ounces of uncreamed cottage cheese, 
two teaspoons of lemon juice and %

teaspoon of salt. Keep it refrigerated 
until used. 
This recipe will give you lots of pro­ 
tein and calcium, both good for most 
people. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I’ve heard that 
sudden enlargement of a mole can be 
a sign of cancer. Is this true? 
I’m 33 and have begun to notice sev­ 
eral tiny moles that have appeared 
over parts of my body, and I’m sure 
they weren’t there before. Is this any­ 
thing to worry about? 
It has been suggested by doctors that 
two rather large moles, which I’ve had 
most of my life, be removed. Other 
doctors have said they shouldn’t be 
touched. What is correct? 
Are there any serious consequences 
if a mole is nicked by shaving? Any­ 
thing you can tell me about moles 
would be appreciated. 
DEAR READER — A mole is really 
a new growth of skin, and it is usually 
a congenital growth. When they are 
brown it is because they contain lots of 
the cells producing the melanin pig­ 
ment that causes sun tanning and 
freckles. Most moles are harmless, but 
they can be dangerous. Some become 
m alim ant melanomas, a particularly 
nasty type of cancer. 


If a mole starts enlarging or showing 
any changes at all it should be surgi­ 


cally removed. Also, if it is in a loca­ 
tion where it is being irritated by a 
belt or shaving or any other factor it 
should be removed. When it comes to 
moles I am a great believer in the old 
surgical dictum, “ When in doubt, cut it 
out.” 
I have never known anyone to have 
any problems from the surgical remov­ 
al of a mole. I have seen people who 
have neglected new growth of moles 
and developed incurable cancer. 
After reading sim ilar rem arks in one 
of my columns some tim e ago a wom­ 
an went to her doctor who removed a 
mole that proved to be a malignant 
melanoma. Her rapid response to the 
information and the prompt action of 
her doctors gave her a chance to sur­ 
vive. A good prevention program is to 
remove any moles that are in any way 
a possible site for future trouble.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gold, it ap­ 
pears. has laid an egg. 
In the early going, at least, the ex­ 
pected gold rush is more of a gold 
bust. 
Lifting of the ban on gold trading in 
this country touched off a frenzy of 
apathy. Dealers found they had struck 
the mother lode of indifference. And 
gold prices on the international market 
dropped accordingly. 
What caused gold to lose the desira­ 
bility that had made it the symbol of 
wealth since the early cave man? 
All sorts of explanations have been 
set forth. My neighbor, Fermus Auug, 
for example, suspects it is the result of 
w ater fiouridation. 
"All that fluorine we’ve been drink­ 
ing has made us immune to gold fe­ 
ver,’' Auug told me over the back 
fence. 


But Augg also blamed fluoridation 
for the fizzling of the Edsel and the 
comet Kohoutek. So we should await 
further evidence on that point. 
A more likely explanation is that 
during the 41 years that gold trading 
was prohibited people forgot what It 
was that made gold so coveted in the 
first place. 
We remember the expression “as 
good as gold.” But we can’t recall why 
gold was good. 
At least that was the reaction 1 got 
in a series of man-in-the street inter­ 
views. 
“ Sir,” I said, to the first man I ac­ 
costed, “are you planning to buy any 
gold now that private ownership of 
bullion is legal gain?” 
"I dunno,” he replied. “ What good is 
gold?” 
I pointed out that gold was rem ark­ 
ably workable, ductile enough to be 
drawn into fine wire, yet malleable 


enough to be 
hammered 
into thin 
sheets. 
“ I can do the same thing with Silly 
P u t t y , ’ ’ the interviewee retorted, 
unimpressed. “Does it also bounce?” 
I conceded that gold did not rebound 
as well as Silly Putty. But, I noted, it 
glitters better.

question: what good is it?” 
I said as far as 1 knew the chief 
practical use of gold, apart from mak­ 
ing jewelry, was to make fillings in 
teeth. 
“ Do i look like a dentist?” The inter­ 
viewee spun on hfc heel indignantly 
aird stalked off. 
Well, that gives you an idea of what 
gold dealers are up against, and I’m 
sure glad 1 don’t have to unload any of 
the stuff. 
But it’s good to know that if you’ve 
ever in the mood to gild a lilly, you 
don’t have to break the law.

The council advocated that national 
women's championships be conducted 
thi.s year for track and field and tennis 
to be followed in subsequent years by 
nine other sports. Progressively these 
would be:

badminton, skiing and volly ball. 


The move cam e as the delegates to 
the convention honored President Ford

The dew point is the tem­ 
perature at which moisture in 
the air begins to condense 
Perhaps the air dcesn t 
seem damp at all. It does, 
however, have many tiny, in* 
visible bits of water moving 
about in it. We call these tiny 
specks of moisture "water 
vapor." 
Throughout the day, 
evaporation draws moisture 
into the air trom the oceans, 
lakes, and streams. Plants 
also give out water. 
Cold air cannot hold as 
much moisture as warm air. 
When the air reaches the 
dew point, or below the tem­ 
perature at which it can no 
longer hold all the moisture 
present the moisture leaves 
the air and begins to con- 


dense on things. 
The dampness of the cold 
air may cling to tiny specks 
of dust in the air and form tog 
or clouds. 
At night, the chilled leaves 
ot plants may cool the air 
that touches them.
